TDD calls relayed 
to federal offices 


Hearing impaired federal workers and 
civilians recently joined other han- 
dicapped taxpayers who benefit from 
19-year old legislation mandating 
barrier-free access to U.S. government 
agencies. 


A telecommunication relay service, 
housed in the Treasury Department 
switchboard office in Washington, D.C., 
now makes it possible for hearing im- 
paired persons to call an operator there 
by TDD. The operator then relays the 
call to the recipient. 


The Architectural Barriers Act of 
1968 and the 1973 Rehabilitation Act 
mandate that federal agencies be acces- 
sible to the handicapped, including 
hearing impaired people. These laws 
prohibit discrimination against disabled 
persons in any building that is owned, 
leased or operated by the federal 
government. 


The relay service was established in 
August by the Architectural and Trans- 
portation Compliance Board as a one- 
year pilot project. 

The relay service numbers are 
566-2673 for TDD-to-voice calls and 
377-9555 for voice to TDD calls. Lines 
are open weekdays from 8:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m. 





Wood, whose first semester class in 
corporate finance was taught with the 
help of an interpreter, is a temporary 
faculty member for the current academ- 
ic year. He is on campus as a volunteer 
in an IRS program to send instructors 
to minority schools. This semester he is 
teaching auditing, economics and ac- 
counting. 

“I knew it would be difficult to con- 
verse at first, not knowing the lan- 
guage, but | saw it as an excellent 
instructional opportunity.” 

The students here “are like all stu- 
dents,” said Wood. “Some are very 
good; others need to work on their 
studies. I've found that they are very 
concerned about grades. They get 
together with me to discuss their 
grades.” 

For the past five years Wood has 
managed IRS examinations of major 
corporations in the Baltimore- 
Washington area, including banks, utili- 
ties, aerospace industries, department 
stores and hotel and food chains. 

Wood has worked at the IKS for 29 
years as a revenue agent, group 
manager and case manager. The last 
15 years have been as a member of the 
Baltimore District Management Team. 

He has taught various managerial and 
technical in-service courses at the IRS, 
and he has been an adjunct professor 
at Benjamin Franklin University in the 
District of Columbia for the past 10 
years. Because he enjoys teaching, he 
volunteered for the year at Gallaudet.

Election on union 
representation set 


On Wednesday, Feb. 18 the National 
Labor Relations Board (NLRB) will con- 
duct a secret ballot election for Gal- 
laudet secretarial, clerical and technical 
staff and graphic artists to decide on 
union representaion. 


Staff members will vote on whether 
or not they want to be represented by 
the Office Professional Employees Inter- 
national Union (OPEIU) with regard to 
their wages, hours and working con- 
ditions. 


Polls will be open from noon to 4 
p.m. at Merrill Learning Center, LN 11. 
Gallaudet will provide transportation 
from Northwest Campus to Kendall 
Green. 


Eligible voters include all nonexempt 
clerical and technical employees paid on 
the secretarial and office support sched- 
ule and the technical salary schedule; 
all graphic artists in the Gallaudet 
University Press and Publications and 
Production Department; and any tem- 
porary employee in the above classifica- 
tions who has worked continuously for 
more than 12 months. 


The election will be conducted by an 
NLRB agent. Interpreters will be provid- 
ed at the polls. 


The outcome of the election will be 
determined by a simple majority. Un- 
official results will be available the day 
of the election; NLRB certification of 
the result will occur later.

You & Your Job

new form W-4 as soon as possible. 
The law requires that the new W-4 be 
filed by Oct. 1, 1987, but timely filing 
will ensure that the correct amount of 
tax is being withheld. 

The new W-4 forms are available in 
the Personnel Office, Room 7, College 
Hall.
